HHS IS THE LARGEST GRANT-MAKING AGENCY in the federal government, providing some 60,000 grants per
year. HHS' Medicare program is the nation's largest health insurer, handling more than 900 million claims per year.
HHS WORKS CLOSELY WITH STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS, and many HHS-funded services are
provided at the local level by state or county agencies, or through private sector grantees. The Department's programs
are administered by 11 HHS operating divisions. In addition to the services they deliver, the HHS programs provide for

equitable treatment of beneficiaries nationwide, and they enable the collection of national health and other data.
